Fl RS, it may be obſerved, 
that by the Standing Or- 
ders [Art. i. the Attendance 
at Quarters is in ſuch Manner 
appointed, that one third Part 
of the Commiſſion'd Officers are 
allow'd to be abſent at a time ; 
ſo that each third Part has four 
Months Abſence within the Year. 
And it is here recommended to 
the Officers of the Regiment, ſo 


to ſettle this Point among them- 


ſelves, as to relieve each other 


regu- 


rr 


regularly, according to the a- 
bove Diviſion. Or, if any one, 
either through Neglect, or on 
any other Account, (except Sick- 
neſs) do exceed the ſaid ſtated 
Time, he be obliged to make a 
competent Allowance for his 
Duty (ſuch as may be agreed on) 
to the next Officer to him of the 
ſame Rank, at — per Day, to 
be ſtopt out of his Subſiſtance, 
during the Time of ſuch cxeced- 


ing. 


SECONDLY, It muſt be 

a conſtant Rule in the Regi- 
ment, to give no Furlows while 
the Horſes are in the Stables; 
ſince every Horſe will neceſſarily 
require the Care of his Rider, 
or ſuffer by his Abſence. Fur- 
lows may be given, in the Graſs- 
time, for a Fortnight, or three 
Weeks, but to no more at a

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time than one Man of a Troop *, 
and always to be reported to the 


Commanding Officer, both the 
going out, and Return Þ. 


THIRDLY, When a 
ſingle Troop is in Barracks, the 
Guards it furniſhes muſt be ſuch, 
as the Strength of the Troop 
will conveniently admit of.

in ſome By-Place, Six or Eight Miles diſtant 
from any Quarter.

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But, as many particular Caſes 
may offer, to make it neceſſary 
this ſtanding Order be occaſion- 
ally diſpenſed with, all theſe are 
left to the Judgment and Diſ- 
cretion of the Commanding Of- . 

All Re- 
cruit-Horſes, for the firſt Year, 
ſhall be taken in on or before 
the firſt of September. 


IF the latter Seaſon prove

During the 
Summer Quarter, the Regimen- 
tal Cloaths, Cloaks, and Buffs, 
ſhall be laid up in the Store- 
room (being number'd according 
to the Size-roll) and the Quar- 
ter-Maſter is to take Charge of 
them. He muſt likewiſe keep a 
Rol! of the Men's Linnen, Shoes, 
Wer Stock- 
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Stockings, &c. and ſee that they 
have their proper Complement 
of each, vis. each Man 5 ix good 
Shirts, ſix Rollers, two Pair of 
Iron- grey Worſted Stockings, 
two Pair of Shoes, and two Pair 
of Canvas Boot Stockings.

ELEVENTHLY, When- 
ever the Regiment comes entire 
(or fix Troops together) in one 
Quarter, the Field Othcer, who 
is then with it, muſt have the 
Serjeants and Corporals under 
Arms, to ſee that they perform 
the whole Exerciſe perfectly well, 
and that all have the ſame Time 
between the Motions; and, if 
they be found any way defici- 
ent, this muſt be continued every 
Day, till they are perfect Ma- 
ſters of the Whole. It muſt 
then be their Care to give the 
ſame Time to the Men, and 
make them as perfect as them- 
ſelves; which the Commanding 
Officer of every Troop muſt ſee 
effectually done. 


TWELFTHLY, The 
Commanding Officer of the Re- 
M giment 
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giment muſt conſtantly a 
point two General F ield-Days 
a Week; at which time, the 
whole Exerciſe muſt be gone 
th:ough, both on Foot, and 
on Horſeback ; particular Care 
being taken, "that the Rank 
of Officers be extremely di- 
ligent and ready in perform- 


ing their Part of FE Exer- 
ciſe. 


THIRTEENTHLY, The 
Subalterns muſt be order'd 
frequently to attend the Ad- 
jutant at all parading and 
exerciſing the Men, that they 
may all be capable of per- 
forming that Duty, which 
they will often be call'd to in 
their Turns, when the Regi- 
ment is entire, or in Dublin 
Barracks, 


FOUR- 
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FOURTEENTHLY. in 


recruiting the Regiment, no Man 
ſhall be entertain'd exceeding ſix 


Foot; nor under five Foot ele- 


ven Inches in Stockings. They 
muſt be well Faced, well Shoul- 


der'd, well Limb'd, light-tim- 
ber'd Men, and known to be 


Proteſtants. Their Age from 


Eighteen to Twenty-three. 


THE Recruit-Horſes Size 
ſhall be from fifteen Hands, to 
fifteen and an Inch; the true 
Dragoon-Mould ; ſhort Back'd ; 
well coupled, Buttock'd, Quar- 
ter d, Fore-handed, and Limb'd; 
Marks, a white Star and Snip, 
and ſome white Feet; Colour, 
Black; Age, from Four to 
Five. | 
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FIFTEENTHLY, The 
Articles of War, againſt Mutiny 
and Deſertion, &c. ſhall be read 
to all Recruits, at the Time of 
Lifting ; and once a Month, at 


the Head of every Troop.

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ORDER for enforcing the 
above STANDING ORDERs and

HESE Standing Orders 

and Rules (comprehend- 

ing the conſtant Courſe of Bu- 
ſineſs to be purſued by the Re- 
giment) I do hereby direct to be 
faithfully copied in ſeveral Books, 
of which each Troop ſhall keep 
one. And order the Command- 
ing Officers of the Regiment for 
the Time being (and all others, 
in their ſeveral Ranks and

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FOSTSCRIFE 


P ON a Review of theſe 

few Sheets, I perceived, 

that a main Point of the Army's 

Oeconomy (namely, the Recruit- 

ing it) had quite flipt my 

Thoughts; which (as the Thing 

appears to me capable of Im- 

provements) I ſhall here take 

the Liberty to offer, in as few 
Words as poſlible. 


TT is a Matter that has not 
always eſcaped Conſideration 
tor I have heard of ſome Ex- 
pedients having formerly been 
in Agitation towards the facili- 

: tating 
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tating that Service ; thoug h 
none have hitherto been as © 
to Effect. 


ONE was, the entertaining 
Men for a ſhort Term of Years 
after which, it ſhould be at their 
Option, either to continue, or 
claim their Diſcharge: And 
this Method, I believe, might, 
with many, prove a Motive to 
their entering into the Service; 
which, probably, fewſ would 
chuſe to quit at the End of their 
Term: But then it has its Ob- 


jections. Firſt, that hey that 


might thus quit (be N fewer 
or more) would be well train d 
Men, whoſe Places you muſt 
be obliged to ſupply with raw 
ones. And next, that ill-de- 
figning People might poſſibly 
find Means to work upon the 
greateſt Part of your Army, to 
leaye you, at ſome critical Junc- 

ture 
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ture of their own contriving, 
which might have very dange- 
rous Conſequences. 


BUT ſome Methods there 
are (free from zheſe, and all 
other Objections) that would, in 
great Likelihood, have a good 
Effect on this important Part of 
the Service. And one of theſe, 
in my humble Opinion, were to 
nominate the ſeyeral Foot Regi- 
ments in His Majeſty's Service, 


from the ſeveral Shires in Great 


Britain. Which ſingle Step, 
to my View at leaſt (perhaps a 
little partial to the Thought 
here ſtarted) ſeems ta offer ma- 
ny great Advantages to the Ser- 
vice in general. - 


FIRST, that the Shires 


would combire, nay, probably, 
vie with each other, which 


hould ſooneſt ng beſt compleat 
* 
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the Regiment & its Name. 
Next, that this Method might, 


in a great meaſure, prevent De- 


ertion: Since, ſhould any, in 
that Cireumſtance, offer to go 
home, the whole Neighbour- 
hood would be piqued in Ho- 
nour to detect and reſtore them. 


And laſtly, that by theſe Means, 
ſo ſtrong an Emulation would 


be raiſed between for Inſtance] 


the Yorkſhire, NMottingbamſbire, 
and Derbyſhire Regiments, and 


ſo on, that each would be cut 


to Pieces, before it would yield 
any Preference to its Neighbour : 
And I cannot, on the other 
Hand, in my Military Capaci- 
ty (which I confeſs has little 


Mixture of the Politician) ſee 


any threatening Inconveniency 
from ſuch a Step as this.

POSTSCRIPT. 


Judgment? Whether it were 
not expedient (in order to make 
the recruiting the 'Troops abroad 
upon Service, more ſure and 
effetual) that the Triſh Efta- 
bliſhment were always kept full, 
as a kind of military Magazine; 
and thoſe other Troops conſtant- 
ly recruited by Drafts from 
thence? To this Hint I can 
have no Motive, but the Good 
of the Service; ſince it is evi- 
dent, theſe Drafts have hither- 
to been ſo managed, as to cre- 
ate nothing but Mortification, 
Trouble, and Expence, to the 


ſeveral Corps on which they 
fell. 
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
